I he feols so disposod, Edward D, Mullery
can continue to hold bis membership in Iron
Moulders® umon 1% and no one dare make
Bim afraid, ns ho hos the law on bis =ide,
Some months ago Muliery was a momber
of 1his union, and while enjoying the rights
and privileges of the society he  joined
wnother iron moulders’ tmion, which the
members of 100 ¢lnimed was antugonistic to

et ween

their  interests, They nsked Mul-
lery to  withdraw from the of-
fensive order, but he  would tot,

I'nat enosed trouble and steps were taken o
oxpel him from Uplon 140, He would not
havo it that way and brought suit in the dis
trict court to enjoin the nembors of 110 Mrom
doing anything of the kind,

The case was drgtiod and submitted
and  yesterday  day Judge levine hapded
daown  w  decision by whieh Hnrev
Morton and  the cother nembops of
Iron Moulders Union 100 are enjoined and
restrained from interfering with the plaintifr
in his vights and privileges ns & member of
the union Lo Which voth Ge avd they belung,

In passing upon the case, Judge lrvine
suld: *“The court has been clled to o large
number of cases upon the vights o!f the courts
o Interfere in sueh enses, and wpon the prin-
ciples poverning the courts in sueh interfor-
enee, As is usunl whero the cases are numaoer-
ous, Lthey are not havmonious, and 1t is nuot
dificolt from the authoritics slone to extract
nny systom of riles which will stend the test
oflogie. The following principles seam to bo
in accora with the petter loe of authovitles,
and in harmony with genoral legal prin-
ciples:

CEPrst—A man, in entering into n volun
tary nssocintion. enters into a contract with
the members therveofl, which Is enlorceable
by the eourts, and whero the courts lo inter-
fere in such cases ns the ono at bar, it is (or
the enforcing of that contract of rmember-
ship, and not of reviewing the action ol a
Judieral bouy

“Second—The constitution and by nws
made in pursusnee thereof form a portion of
this contract of membership.

“Phird—Where the constitution or other
law of the association provides n  man-
ner of expelling members, it is a part
of tke contract of membership that one
may be expelled in the manner provided, and
in no other way, and that a member willsub-
mit himsell to trial In the manner provitded,
and in that manner alone.

“Fourth—If the procedure so provided be
followed, the contract requires the members
toabide the findings reached in pursuing
that procedure, but otherwise, not,

CIMfth—Courts will in no wise interfers
when the memberskip does not confer prop-
erty rights; that s, some rights recognized
by the law as of watorial value, as distin-
guished from mere sentimental or social
rights and privilegoes,

“Applying these rules to the decision in
the case, we lind that the constitution of the
Iron Molders uuvlon provides*a manner of
prefecring chargos nnd  trying members
thereon and of inflicting punishment, inelua
ing suspension and expulsion, Among the
requisites are the preferrine of charges and
ordering the appointment of & committes to
yestivato the same, the notification of
the member  charged, of the time
and place of hearing, the privilege of tue ae-
cused to cross-exaniine wilnesses and intro-
duce testimony, the reportof the committee
to the unton of a synopsis ol the testimony,
together with the flndiugs and recommendaa-
tions. It is then provided that whben the re-
port of the committee is mude, the unicn
shall first voto onsustaining the report of the
committeo as to the guilt or funocence of the
nccusea, and if he be found guilty by the
union, then the next vote shall be by ballot,
first on expulsion, and 1f that vote 1= pot in
the affirmative, then on suspension, and
theresfier on fine and reprimand and then
buck to suspension. No adjournment can
toke place until a decision is reached,

“In Mullery's case tuis procedure was de-
parted from in several respects, In the first
nluce the evidence was not reported in writ-
g, ‘I'here is no proof to show that an oral
report was made. A paperis filed Iy evi-
dence which, 1t is clalmed, is a written
sypopsis of the evidence by the commillee,
T'his document is not well authenticated and
is absolutely unintelligible without the ald
of oral explanation,

“The objeet of the requirement is
plain, 1t is to place  beforo the
union not only the findings of 1the

cominittee, but the evidence taken by tho
committee in sufMcient detail toafford u basis
of intelligent action. It the next place there
was an adjournment after the report was re-
ceived. No matter what caused this ad-
journment, it was in violation of the consti-
tution, The fact thatno voting had occurred
does not muke tho sotion regular, Mioal
action  was taken at a spoecial meeting
and mnot  even ut an adjournment
ol n rogulny meeting, All of these irregulure-
ities were in disregard of substantial vights
of the accused, and were not mere technical
aepartures in form, and I therefore find that
the proceedings looking toward the accused’s
expulsion ware not those which he had con-
tracted to submit to, 1 min alsoclearly of the
opinton from an investigation of the evidence
ralating to  this unwon, 1ta abjects
and character, that membersbip therein s of
logal value, conferrine substantinl muterial
snd valunble privileges, Incapahle of nd-
measurment or enforcement at law and justi-
fyving the assistauce of a court of equity hy
injunection In proper case."

The City Won,

The case of Willinm wnd Thomas C. Bruner
against the mayor and the city council of
Omaha bas been decided by Judge lrvine
and the city has won.

L.ast senson, when the council oraored cer-
tain streets paved, these plaintuffs, along
with otner vraperty ownors selected red
Colorado saudstone, Owing o u leck of
funds with which to pay the cost of paving
tho intersections, the streets were not paved,

This year when the new list of streets that

A Remarkable Feantnre,

It is slravge, to say the least, that on tha
north side of the mountain, where Gold Hill
is building Into a great camp, thanks Lo the
¢onl of the minor and the enterprise of such
mon @5 Colonel 5, W, Downey and George B,
Canls, and where within a radius of eight
miles from the Acme group Lhere is not a
foot of ground that will not show a prospect,

everything s gold, while just across the
ridge on the south sidoe of the
range, only half an hour's walk for the

sunwshoor, silver ore is encountered almost
exclusively,

Away back in the 'i0s, vefore the deoad-
onco of these camps was brought about by
the financial dopression in the east, some
partios mode o location in what is called the
.a Plata distriet, on. the south side of the
mountain, thirty miles from and in plain
view of Laramie.  They called their tuine
“The Telephono.”” Oune day the develop-
ment work vame to a stana still and tho mine
beeame famous at the snme time. The min-
ers were procecding energetically when sud-
denly one pof them sent his pick into the wall
with 8 vim and, presto! it was a flight for
lifo, 'T'he last stroke of the plek tapped the
underground outlet of a lake higherup onthe
mouutaln side und the flood poyred in ana
took possession, which it holds today. The
miner whose blow precipitated the catastro-
phe was one of thesn cool hands who *“never
overlook n bet,”  Hesaw the tide force out
some strange looking rock, and he grabbed n
handfull as ho ran. ‘The ore thus saved ns-
sayed £10,000 to the ton in silver, and from
that day to this the riches of the *Old Tele-
phone'' has beon tho favorite theme of those
who delight to talk mines and of the news-
paper man anxious to boom the mining in-
terests of this region,

INvo years ago, when the Gold 110l excito-
ment began and resulted in flling the woods
on every slde of the  mountan
with prospectors, o well known ranchman
of the Centenniul vallay told me
that he had prosnected every foot of the Lo
Plata district and that he kad found tne sil.
ver belt in which the Telephone mine is lo-
cated, 1o be of vast axtent, He nad traced
it for & distance of fourtcen miles and it was
never less than three miles in width, He
bad privately lisd assays made and whe ore
ran beavy in silver,  He was confident that
the great camp of tho luture—a greater than
Leadville—would be built up on this side of
tho Snowy range, Sioce he told mo this
several famous discoveries have been made
in the La Plata distriet, & promising camp
named La Plata has sprung to existence
and the dream of asecond Leadville bids fair
to be realizod.

The Noew Shiver Camp,

This timber is very heavy and fine for saw-
ing and mining purposes. In fae:, thoras
is  every facility here for the erce-
tion of smelters or reduction works at
minimum cost aud with the loast possivle
trouble,

surrounded by snow averacing seven or
